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MUNICIPAL WATER SYSTEM 

IS URGED AS^A NECESSITY 

Water Company Directors Urge Stockholders to Vote Favorably 
on Substitution of Municipal Ownership for 
Present Organization 


“Vote YES mi Ilie municipal water 
bonds at the special election to be ! 
held Tuesday, November 7.’ 1 is the ad¬ 
vice of the directors of the Sierra 
Madre Water Company to lock holders. 

A statement Just Issued by President 
W. S. Andrews and Secretary Carlton 
J. Pettier urites the matter strongly. 

In view of the fact that many voters 
in Sierra Madre are not property own¬ 
ers and hold no stock In tho company 
the circular letter Is reprinted In this 
issue of The News to a.ford them a 
view of the matter from tho company's 
standpoint. 

The stockholders are reminded In 
the letter that they have already vot¬ 
ed, almost unanimously, to transfer 
the company's property to the city. 
An outsider may wonder what would 
prompt the stockholder- to sell the 
property at the agreed price of $*.*«.- 
000 when it is admitted y worth from 
fit) per cent to 75 per cent more. The 
answer lies partly in the fact that the 
stockholders and the taxpayers are 
largely Identical and in a sense they 
are selling their holdings to themselves. 
They also see that the old mutual or¬ 
ganization, formed to supply the irri¬ 
gation needs of a small number of 
ranchers has become a piece of out 
of date machinery, entirely inadequate 
to cope with the needs of a rapidly 
growing community of domestic con¬ 
sumers. 

Irrigators to bo Protected 

Attention of the ranchers is called 
to the paragraph regarding an agree¬ 
ment for protection or the Irrigators. 
This is the crucial point in the minds 
of many stockholders. Unless the or- 
chardlsts are to tie taken care of on 
some other basis than domestic rates 
they will of course oppose the trans¬ 
fer. Those who attended the stock¬ 
holders' meeting at which it was voted 
to sell to the city will remember that 
the directors and city trustees gave 
their personal pledges that they would 
not permit the consummation of the 
transfer without seeing that the Irri¬ 
gators were fully protected. 

The agreement referred to will af¬ 
ford Just as much assurance of ade¬ 
quate water for Irrigation as would 
a continuance of the present arrange¬ 
ment. For no matter how much stock 
an irrigator may hold, in case of a 
shortage of water lie will receive no 
water for Irrigation until the actual 
needs of domestic users are met. This 
is a principle recognized in law. More¬ 
over. municipal ownership assures the 
development of additional water sup¬ 
plies sufficient to reduce the possi¬ 
bility of a shortage to the minimum. 
The inability of the present company 
to develop such additional supplies Is 
a fact as stubborn as It is unpleasant 
to contemplate. 

Distribution Will Bo Just 
The proposal to base the distribu¬ 
tion of Irrigating water on acreage 
actually under cultivation with crops 
needing Irrigation Is eminently fair. 
There Is no reason why Irrigating 


water should be apportioned the owner 
of a large tract of land which is not 
cultivated or which bears some such 
crop as grapes which need no irriga¬ 
tion. The plan would permit the al¬ 
lotment of water to such land In case 
of development which would require 
irrigation. In the same way. Irrigated 
land which might he subdivided or 
for other reasons cease to require such 
water, would be dropped from the ir¬ 
rigation list. Present stock holdings 
would have nothing to do with the al¬ 
lotment of water. By these terms 
every bona fide irrigator would be 
taken care of, and no one would be 
put in a position to sell water which 
he had received from the city and ilid 
not need. 


LOWER GAS RATES 

Welcome Reduction Announced by the 
Gas Company 

Sierra Madre gits rates will be re¬ 
duced from $1.50 to $1.25 per thousand 
feet by the Southern Counties Gas 
company. The welcome news was 
brought by General Manager W. A. 
White last Saturday. The effect of the 
new rate on local gas hills will he seen 
tlrst on the bills which will be sent out 
on December first, covering the period 
from October 15 to November 15. 

By tills reduction the Sierra Madre 
consumers are put on the same foot- \ 
ing as those in Monrovia, where the rat 
will be reduced at the same time from 
$1,35 to $1.25. The action of the gas 
company comes by way of observing 
the tlrst anniversary of their beginning 
business in Sierra Madre. 

PICNICKERS CAUSE TROUBLE 

Superintendent W. T. Bush of the 
Santa Anita ranch came over to town 
Monday with blood in bis eye. and 
with good cause. Picnickers in the 
Big Santa Anita canyon had dropped j 
a tin pall Into the division box on the 
big cement pipe line which supplies 
the ranch with water. The pall was 
carried down the pipes for some ins¬ 
tance to a point where it became lodg¬ 
ed and caused an overflow from one 
of the vents. The stream of water 
ran down through the orchard all of 
Sutidav night, causing one of tile worst 
weslms Mr Bush ever had to contend 
with. He has about come to tile eon- 
elusion that lie will have to station 
armed guards at the entrance to the 
canyon to keep out all persons who 
have not obtained permission from 
Mr. Unroll to enter the canyon. This 
Incident is only one of a large num¬ 
ber, resulting from accident or mis¬ 
chievous design, which have caused 
serious trouble or Inconvenience.

Directors Letter to Water 
Company Stockholders 

Sierra Madre, Ca). 

October 19, 1911 

To the Stockholders: 

Your Directors desire to call your attention to the fact 
that on Tuesday, November 7, a special election will be held 
in this city in order that the Citizens may vote on the proposi¬ 
tion to incur a bonded indebtedness for the purpose of pur¬ 
chasing, developing, and improving, the property of the Sierra 
Madre Water Company. 

As you are aware the Stockholders in the Company 
have already voted on this question and have decided, almost 
unanimously, that it is in the interest of all concerned to sell 
the property of the Company to the City. 

Since that vote was recorded a committee of your Di¬ 
rectors have been engaged in arranging details with the repre¬ 
sentatives of the City and especially in settling the terms of an 
agreement between the City and the Irrigators. This agree¬ 
ment will cover a period of ten years in order that, after the 
legitimate and reasonable requirements of domestic water con¬ 
sumers have been met, the irrigators, and their heirs anti as¬ 
signs, may be assuied of a fair and just apportionment of the 
water available for irrigating purposes. This apportionment 
will be made, substantially at cost, on the basis of the acreage 
of land actually under cultivation and needing irrigation, and 
notin respect of the previous holdings of stock in the Company 
by such Irrigators. 

Should the vote at the election on November 7, be favor¬ 
able to the purchase of the Company’s property, this agree¬ 
ment will be delivered by the parties concerned concurrently 
with the formal delivery of the deed of conyeyance from the 
Company to the City. 

The final settlement of all issues therefore now only de¬ 
pends on the vote of the Citizens on November 7. 

It is, therefore, of the utmost importance that you re¬ 
cord your vote on that day as it is most desirable that the vote 
should be both large and representative. 

The reasons witich induced stockholders in the Water 
Company to agree to sell to the City, at a price lower than the 
actual ascertained value placed on the property by an expert 
engineer, are just as strong, or even stronger, than they were 
when the vote of the Stockholders was taken a few months ago. 

The growth of the City and the demand for increased 
domestic service goes on steadily, and has already called forth 
a requisition from the superintendent for more service mains, in 
order to insure a continuous and regular distribution of water 
to all parts of the City. 

The exceptionally abundant rainfall of the past season 
has merely tided over temporarily the still urgent need of in¬ 
creased water development. 

The fact still remains and is now even more sharply de¬ 
fined, that the Water Company, incorporated originally as a co¬ 
operative organization for irrigating purposes, is both organ¬ 
ically and financially entirely inadequate for meeting the re¬ 
quirements of a growing city, with its increasing demands for 
water for domestic purposes, and that, on the whole, munici¬ 
pal ownership is the only permanently satisfactory solution of 
the problem when the interests of the entire community are 
at stake. 

The experience of other cities, under similar conditions 
surely indicates that procrastination and delay on the part of 
a municipality in seizing a favorable opportunity to secure con¬ 
trol of water for the city, means the payment of an increased 
price in the future and consequently permanently increased 
charges for water. 

Above and beyond all the foregoing reasons there re¬ 
main, as an incentive to prompt action on the part of our citi¬ 
zens, the now broad and well recognized principle THAT 
WATER, AS ONE OF THE PRIME NECESSITIES OF LIFE 
SHOULD BE OWNED AND CONTROLLED BY THE PEO¬ 
PLE. FOR THE BENEFIT OF THE PEOPLE, AND FOR 
NO ONE ELSE. 

You are therefore urged, in your own interest as a citi¬ 
zen, and in the interest of your neighbors, to ignore all tem¬ 
porary side issues, and to support the broad principle of the 
ownership of water for the people by voting YES at the forth¬ 
coming election.

Next Monday’s session of the Wom¬ 
an's club will be for the purpose of 
discussing club affairs, with the vari¬ 
ous committee chairmen leading. New 
members are especially urged to be 
present and familiarize themselves 
witli the various departments of work. 

Last Monday’s program provided a 
very instructive address on art by Mrs. 
George Barndollar, chairman of the 
district federation committee on art. 
She urged the formation of an art 
section of the club for the cultural 
value and pleasure to lie gained there¬ 
by. Several beautiful paintings from 
the Kanst galleries were exhibited for 
the purpose of illustrating the speak¬ 
er s remarks. 

The open session of the club last 
Friday evening when the formation of 
a national health bureau under the 
Owens hill was discussed was largely 
attended.

Pottenger thought the government 
should take at lean as much inter¬ 
est in preventable diseases and Im¬ 
proper sanitation among human be¬ 
ings as the department of agriculture 
does among live stock and grain. He 
cited the appalling death rates from 
preventable diseases as proof of the 
need for applying modern sanitary an 1 
health measures in a uniform way, 
especially among those who are too 
ignorant or negligent to take care ot 
themselves and families. Statistics 
were quoted to show the far reaching 
value to humanity of preventative me¬ 
dicine. 

Rev. Blight denied the existence of 
any popular demand for a department 
,if health. He feared new possibilities 
of graft would be opened up by the 
employment of so many new health 
fficials as would be needed. He de¬ 
clared it was only a scheme of the 
regular school of physicians t.• entrenc.i 
themselves more firmly, making them¬ 
selves a specially privileged class of 
practitioners. The menace to the per¬ 
sonal liberty of those people who pre¬ 
fer Christian Science or some othei 
system of healing, or no system at 
all was pointed out. 

Dr. Pottenger in rebuttal declared 
the objections raised were largely of 
the bug-a-hoo order, based on the¬ 
ories which did net meet the facts 
which make a central health bureau 
necessary. Col. A B. Shaw in a witty 
little talk added a few words in be¬ 
half of the osteopathic school of phys

The essential facts suppressed or
